jo ckey ed the Space Shuttle Enterprise 
to a safe desert landing to day after a 
fast, steep glide o ff the back o f its 
mo ther ship, a jet transpo rt plane. It 
was the first so lo flight o f America’s 
newest manned spacecraft. 
Astro nauts Fred 
Haise, 
43, and 
Go rdo n Fullerto n, 40, aided by a 
co mputerized co ntro l sy stem , bro ught 
the engineless, 7 5 -to n craft to a perfect 
to uchdo wn in a trail o f dust o n a lo ng, 
dry , lakebed runway . 
The glide fro m an altitude o f abo ut 
25 ,000 feet to o k a little o v er fiv e 
minutes, during which the shuttle 
turned, banked and apparently han­ 
dled just the way it had been designed. 
The successful 
flight marked a 
majo r milesto ne in the dev elo pment o f

Mo y er, the go v erno r’s 
No . 1 aide, called co urt actio n “ cer­ 
tainly a po ssibility " late Thursday 
after being adv ised that Demo cratic 
leaders plan to sign the do cument 
to day , 
Rho des' 
warning 
no t­ 
withstanding. 
Ho use Speaker Vernal G. Riffe J r., 
I>-8 9 New Bo sto n, and Demo crat Lt. 
Go v . Richard F. Celeste, who presides 
o v er the Senate by v irtue o f his o ffice, 
adv ised the go v erno r o f their decisio n 
in separate letters earlier Thursday . 
The letters were in respo nse to o nes 
Rho des 
wro te 
last 
week 
to 
the 
D em o crats, asserting the budget 


language bill v io lates co nstitutio nal 
requirements fo r bills to be o n a 
“ single subject." 
Mo y er said the go v erno r will decide 
his nex t mo v e within 10 day s, but 
stressed “ we just hav en't discussed 
o ur o ptio ns." 
In his respo nse to Rho des, Riffe cited 
co urt decisio ns which sho w, he said, 
that the single subject language is 
“ directo ry " and no t binding upo n the 
legislature. He said he is co nv inced the 
co nstitutio nal language sho uld be 
giv en the bro adest po ssible 
in­ 
terpretatio n. 
“ Were it o therwise," Riffe said, “ a 
significant po rtio n o f all legislatio n, 
and v irtually ev ery appro priatio n bill 
co uld be deemed to v io late the co n­ 
stitutio nal limitatio n." 
Demo crats split o ff mo st o f the 
spending autho rity language in the 
197 7 -7 9 appro priatio ns act, already 


appro v ed, and put it into the un­ 
precedented “ language" measure as a 
means o f restricting Rho des’ v eto 
po wers. 
Rho des can use his line item v eto o n 
bills which appro priate funds—such as 
the $13 billio n appro priatio ns measure 
enacted J une 30—but must appro v e o r 
reject to tally any measure that do esn't 
co ntain an actual allo catio n o f funds. 
The speaker po inted o ut that ap­ 
pro priatio ns measures o f the past hav e 
included 
the 
budget 
language, 
co v ering a multiplicity o f subjects, but 
that the go v erno r has no t refused 
befo re o n the basis o f the co nstitutio nal 
restrictio n. 
“ As I rev iew the bill, I believ e all o f 
its pro v isio ns are reaso nably related to 
the budgetary functio ns o f the state 
and enco m pass the legislatu re's 
rightful prero gativ es in the legislativ e 
pro cess," Riffe’s letter said. 


He co ncluded by say ing that if he 
were to fo llo w the go v erno r’s adv ice, 
he wo uld “ be v io lating my o wn co n­ 
stitutio nal respo nsibility ." 
Riffe and Celeste bo th said the 
requirement fo r them to sign enacted 
bills 
befo re they go to the go v erno r— 
is pro cedural and do esn’t mean that 
they can withho ld their signatures o n 
the basis o f a bill's co ntent. 


In his letter to Rho des, Celeste said 
in part that fo r him to withho ld his 
signature “ wo uld be an unautho rized 
ex tensio n o f my respo nsibility , which 
is to certify that legislatio n presented 
fo r 
y o ur 
signature 
has 
met 
the 
pro cedural 
requirem ents 
fo r 
passage." 


The bill is ex pected to be receiv ed in 
o fficial fo rm and signed by Riffe and 
Ocasek to day , befo re being sent to the 
go v erno r.

m.p.h. The landing requires precise 
fly ing skills and thus a sy stem o f fiv e 
co mputers and a set o f electro nic 
nerv es translates the pilo ts’ co ntro l 
o rders into the shuttle's maneuv ers. 
To ensure a faultless landing a 
funnel o f electro nic micro wav e beams 
is aimed at the speeding shuttle fro m a 
gro und transmitter. Much like an 
airliner m aking a clo ud-shro uded 
instrument landing, the shuttle can 
fo llo w the beams do wn to the to uch­ 
do wn po int. 
The airwo rthiness o f the Bo eing 7 47 
carrier plane with the shuttle riding o n 
to p was pro v en in a series o f eight 
prev io us flights here earlier this y ear. 
During the final “ captiv e tests," Haise 
and Fullerto n — alternating with a 
seco nd crew , J o seph E ngle and 
Richard Truly — ro de in the shuttle as

To day ’s test is the first o f abo ut eight

Slay to n has said that it flies like a jet 
fighter with a failed engine; it falls 
steeply and quickly . He said that a 
single successful test o f the landing 
capabilities wo uld be sufficient to go 
ahead with the first actual test firing o f 
the shuttle into o rbit, scheduled fo r 
early in 197 9.

Carter gav e 
his preliminary o pinio n Thursday ; 
“ I’m v ery pleased with it."

Ambassado rs Ellswo rth Bunker and 
So l Iino witz wo uld no t hav e agreed to 
the principles in the pact witho ut the 
President’s co nsent. Agreement was

Officials at the departments o f state 
and defense jo ined in to day 's rev iew. 
They and the President wo rked with 
co pies o f the agreement furnished by 
Bunker and Iino witz. Carter asked the 
ambassado rs to no te special po ints o f 
emphasis in the margins. 
Carter welco med the ambassado rs 
Thursday as they arriv ed at the White 
Ho use by helico pter after fly ing by jet

fro m Panama. They went directly to 
the Cabinet Ro o m, where Bunker and 
Iino witz gav e the President details o f 
the agreement first hand. 
The jo int chiefs o f staff, Defense 
Secretary

U ndersecretary o f State Warren 
Christo pher listened to the repo rt. 
Gen. Dav id C. J o nes, Air Fo rce chief o f 
staff, said the agreement is o ne “ the 
J o int Chiefs co uld suppo rt fully " and 
help ratify . 
“ This is a crucial element in the 
American peo ple’s acceptance o f the 
treaty ," Carter said. “ Abo v e all else 
the security o f o ur natio n stands as the 
greatest 
co ncern 
with 
me 
and 
Ambassado r Bunker and Ambassado r 
Iino witz. 
“ With this treaty , which is the 
culminatio n o f 13 y ears o f hard wo rk, I 
think we’v e arriv ed at a po int where 
we can adequately defend and co ntro l 
the o peratio n o f the canal thro ugho ut 
this century ," the President declared. 
He said the United States “ can help, 
alo ng with Panama, to guarantee the 
neutrality o f the canal in perpetuity , 
its o penness to internatio nal shipping, 
and in time o f danger to o ur o wn 
co untry , with o ur o wn warships being 
giv en ex pedited passage." 
This agreement has giv en the United 
States “ a new sense o f partnership 
betw een 
o urselv es 
and 
the 
Panamanians," the President said. 
Iino witz and Bunker hav e said it will 


bring impro v ed relatio nships with all 
I^atin American natio ns. 
“ I think the biggest respo nsibility is 
no w o n o ur sho ulders," Carter said. 
“ And I accept the leadership ro le to 
co nv ince the American peo ple we hav e 
reached an agreement that is ad­ 
v antageo us to o ur o wn co untry , to o ur 
natio nal security and to the free and 
o pen 
guarantee that the 
Panama 
Canal will co ntinue to be used by 
ev ery o ne." 


The agreement calls fo r two pacts to 
replace the current treaty , signed in 
1903, which gav e the United States 
perpetual co ntro l o v er the canal and 
the adjacent Canal Zo ne. Under the 
new agreement, this co untry wo uld 
y ield co ntro l o f the waterway by the 
end o f the century . 
The new treaty defining U.S. co ntro l 
ex pires Dec. 31, 1999. 


It establishes the eco no mic benefits 
that Panama wo uld gain as a result o f 
the canal o peratio n. It also grants 
Panama full co ntro l o f the Canal Zo ne 
within three y ears after the treaty is 
ratified and pro v ides fo r the phasing 
o ut o f the 14 U.S. military bases there. 
Under the seco nd new pact, Panama 
guarantees the neutrality o f the canal, 
pledging it wo uld remain o pen to ships 
o f all flags. The Panamanians say the 
United States wo uld keep the right to 
interv ene if the canal were attacked by 
a fo reign po wer. 


Other terms pro v ide a big increase 
in U.S. pay ments fo r use o f the canal 
and pro v ide Panama hundreds o f 
millio ns o f do llars in aid fo r the life o f 
the agreement. 
The President is o rganizing a large 
effo rt 
to 
sell 
the 
agreement 
to 
Co ngress and the public. He has o r­ 
dered his to p po litical aide, Hamilto n 
J o rdan, to head a team o f planners o n 
strategy . J o rdan was a participant in 
the Cabinet Ro o m meeting. 
Bracing them selv es fo r charges o f 
“ giv eaw ay ," 
the 
adm inistratio n 
lo bby ists will try to sell the new 
agreement to Co ngress as an act o f 
statesmanship. But o ne Carter aide 
co nceded the struggle fo r appro v al will 
be “ o ne hell o f a fight." 


The Senate must ratify the treaties 
by the appro v al o f 67 senato rs, two - 
thirds o f the bo dy . The Ho use o f 
Representativ es must pass enabling 
legislatio n to carry o ut the treaty , but 
o nly a simple majo rity v o te is needed 
there. 
Panama radio repo rted that Carter 
wo uld sign the treaty in Panama 
within two weeks and that Brig. Gen. 
Omar To rrijo s, the Panamanian head 
o f go v ernment, was inv iting o ther 
Latin 
Am erican 
leaders to 
the 
ceremo ny . 
Po well said, ho wev er, that “ there 
has been no decisio n o n where the 
signing will take place."

J udge Richard Bro wn o f Bro o kly n 
Criminal 
Co urt 
o rdered 
the 
psy chiatric tests Thursday as the 
suspect sto o d befo re 
him, 
say ing 
no thing but “ y es” when asked if his 
name was Dav id Berko witz. The half- 
smile that has flickered acro ss his lips 
since his arrest reappeared. 
Friends o f Berko witz say he had 
undergo ne a drastic perso nality 
transfo rmatio n during his serv ice in 
Ko rea by taking LSD. The Daily News 
repo rts to day that this transfo rmatio n 
was o bv io us in letters written to the 
unnamed friends. 
They to ld the News that Berko witz, 
fo rm erly 
co nserv ativ e 
and 
en­ 
thusiastic abo ut the Army , began 
writing abo ut acid trips and pacifism. 
They said he reno unced J udaism and 
jo ined the Baptist Church upo n his 
return fro m Ko rea. 
Berko witz has already undergo ne 
ano ther so rt o f questio ning, ho urs o f 
grilling by the po lice o n Thursday . 
He has allegedly to ld po lice that he 
was the “ So n o f Sam," o bject o f the 
mo st ex tensiv e manhunt in New Yo rk 
City histo ry . 
Officers also said he gav e what o ne 
detectiv e called a 
“ blo w-by -blo w" 
descriptio n o f his y ear-lo ng murder 
spree. 
“ He’s amazing," the detectiv e said. 
“ He seem s to hav e to tal 
recall, 
co rrecting us o n mino r details here 
and there.” 
Po lice said Berko witz also was able 
to answer questio ns abo ut a letter left 
at the scene o f a do uble murder last 
April 17 . The no te’s co ntents had nev er 
been made public, but Berko witz knew 


the letter was signed “ The Mo nster" 
and had referred to “ The Chubby 
Behemo th." 
But po lice are still baffled at the 
mo tiv e fo r murder. 
Altho ugh Berko witz was quo ted as 
persistently say ing “ I w as co m ­ 
manded” when asked abo ut each o f the 
killings, he v ario usly described his 
master as “ a man who liv ed 6,000 
y ears ago ," the dev il, o r a Yo nkers 
neighbo r, Sam Carr. 


“ I go t the m essages thro ugh his 
do g," Berko witz was quo ted as say ing. 
“ He to ld me to kill." 
Carr, 64, said he had to ld po lice last 
April that Berko witz had sho t his do g 
in the leg and mo re recently had to ld 
po lice he tho ught his neighbo r might 
be the .44-caliber killer. 
Carr said the sho o ting o f the do g plus 
Berko witz’ likeness to o ne o f the po lice 
sketches o f the killer gav e him a “ gut 
feeling" Berko witz was the man.

ASUNCION, Paraguay (AP) - A 
my stery man’s bo dy lay unclaimed in 
an Asuncio n po lice mo rgue to day while 
West G erm an o fficials 
tried 
to 
determine if he was alleged Nazi war 
criminal Eduard Ro schmann, 
If so , it wo uld end a 30-y ear hunt fo r 
an elusiv e fugitiv e kno wn as the 
“ Butcher o f Riga" who apparently 
stay ed o ne step ahead o f his trackers 
in So uth America in recent mo nths. 
The Nazi was accused o f superv ising 
the slaughter o f 40,000 J ews and killing 
5 0 o f them himself as a co ncentratio n 
camp co mmander. 


Paraguay an o fficials hav e refused to 
co mment o n the case. 
The West 
German embassy said o ne o f its 
co nsuls was try ing to make a po sitiv e 
identificatio n o f the bo dy . 


The first repo rt that the dead man 
was Ro schmann came Thursday fro m 
a lo cal newspaper that said identity 
papers with a kno wn Ro schmann alias 
were fo und o n the co rpse. 


Emilio Wo lf, a lo cal delicatessen 
o wner who say s he was impriso ned 
under Ro schmann, has seen the bo dy 
and say s it is that o f the fo rmer SS 
o fficer, who is believ ed to hav e fled to 
Argentina 
in 
1948 . 
Wo lf 
said 
his 
parents and sister were ex ecuted at a 
Ro schmann-run co ncentratio n camp. 


But Nazi hunter Simo n Wiesenthal 
said in Vienna Thursday that he do es 
no t believ e Ro schmann is dead. He 
said the German was spo tted in Bo liv ia 
o nly last mo nth. 


“ I wo nder who died fo r him? " asked 
Wiesenthal, who heads the J ewish 
Do cumentatio n Center, an agency that 
keeps track o f fo rmer Nazis. 


The influential Paraguay newspaper 
ABC-Co lo r said the 6 9 -y ear-o ld Nazi 
died o f a heart attack in a lo cal 
ho spital Wednesday afterno o n and his 
bo dy was later remo v ed to the mo rgue. 


ABC-Co lo r said papers o n the bo dy 
bo re the name Federico Wegener, a 
Ro schmann alias, and that the bo dy 
was missing two to es o n o ne fo o t and 
three o n ano ther, apparently fro m war 
wo unds. 


Ro sdunann allegedly ran an ex ­ 
terminatio n camp near Riga, Latv ia, 
between 1941 and 1943, and is wanted 
by 
a 
West 
Germ an 
co urt 
fo r 
premeditated 
murder 
and 
racial 
hatred crim es.” 


His no to riety made him o ne o f the 
main characters in the no v el “ The 
Odessa File," Frederick Fo rsy th’s 
best-seller abo ut a secret o rganizatio n 
that helped to p Nazis escape Germany 
after Wo rld War II.

Test Landing Made 
At California Base

— Two astro n au ts 
jockeyed the Space Shuttle Enterprise 
to a safe desert landing today after a 
fast, steep glide off the back of its 
mother ship, a jet transport plane. It 
was the first solo flight of America’s 
newest manned spacecraft. 
Astronauts Fred Haise, 43, and 
Gordon Fullerton, 40, aided by a 
computerized control system, brought 
the engineless, 75-ton craft to a perfect 
touchdown in a trail of dust on a long, 
dry, lakebed runway. 
The glide from an altitude of about 
25,000 feet took a little over five 
minutes, during which the shuttle 
turned, banked and apparently han­ 
dled just the way it had been designed. 
The successful flight marked a 
major milestone in the development of

Rhodes can use his line item veto on 
bills which appropriate funds—such as 
the $13 billion appropriations measure 
enacted June 30—but must approve or 
reject totally any measure that doesn’t 
contain an actual allocation of funds.

language, 
covering a multiplicity of subjects, but 
that the governor has not refused 
before on the basis of the constitutional 
restriction. 
“As I review the bill, I believe all of 
its provisions are reasonably related to 
the budgetary functions of the state 
and encom pass the leg islatu re's 
rightful prerogatives in the legislative 
process," Riffe’s letter said.

To ensure a faultless landing a 
funnel of electronic microwave beams 
is aimed at the speeding shuttle from a 
ground transm itter. Much like an 
airliner m aking a cloud-shrouded 
instrument landing, the shuttle can 
follow the beams down to the touch­ 
down point. 
The airworthiness of the Boeing 747 
carrier plane with the shuttle riding on 
top was proven in a series of eight 
previous flights here earlier this year.

For the first time as President, 
Carter cleared his schedule today of all 
appointments but his

Approval was expected. Carter gave 
his preliminary opinion Thursday: 
“I’m very pleased with it." 
M oreover, White House 
P ress 
Secretary 
Jody 
Powell 
said 
Ambassadors Ellsworth Bunker and 
Sol Iinowitz would not have agreed to 
the principles in the pact without the 
President’s consent. Agreement was 
reached 
with 
the 
P anam anian 
government Wednesday night. 
Officials at the departments of state 
and defense joined in today's review. 
They and the President worked with 
copies of the agreement furnished by 
Bunker and Iinowitz. Carter asked the 
ambassadors to note special points of 
emphasis in the margins. 
Carter welcomed the ambassadors 
Thursday as they arrived at the White 
House by helicopter after flying by jet

from Panama. They went directly to 
the Cabinet Room, where Bunker and 
Iinowitz gave the President details of 
the agreement first hand. 
The joint chiefs of staff. Defense

Gen. David C. Jones, Air Force chief of 
staff, said the agreement is one “the 
Joint Chiefs could support fully" and 
help ratify.

He said the United States “can help, 
along with Panama, to guarantee the 
neutrality of the canal in perpetuity, 
its openness to international shipping, 
and in time of danger to our own 
country, with our own warships being 
given expedited passage.” 
This agreement has given the United 
States “a new sense of partnership 
between 
ourselves 
and 
the 
Panam anians," the President said. 
Iinowitz and Bunker have said it will 


bring improved relationships with all 
I^atin American nations. 
“ I think the biggest responsibility is 
now on our shoulders," Carter said. 
“ And I accept the leadership role to 
convince the American people we have 
reached an agreement that is ad­ 
vantageous to our own country, to our 
national security and to the free and 
open guarantee that the Panama 
Canal will continue to be used by 
everyone." 
The agreement calls for two pacts to 
replace the current treaty, signed in 
1903, which gave the United States 
perpetual control over the canal and 
the adjacent Canal Zone. Under the 
new agreement, this country would 
yield control of the waterway by the 
end of the century. 
The new treaty defining U.S. control 
expires Dec. 31, 1999. 


It establishes the economic benefits 
that Panama would gain as a result of 
the canal operation. It also grants 
Panam a full control of the Canal Zone 
within three years after the treaty is 
ratified and provides for the phasing 
out of the 14 U.S. military bases there. 
Under the second new pact, Panama 
guarantees the neutrality of the canal, 
pledging it would remain open to ships 
of all flags. The Panamanians say the 
United States would keep the right to 
intervene if the canal were attacked by 
a foreign power. 


Other term s provide a big increase 
in U.S. payments for use of the canal 
and provide Panama hundreds of 
millions of dollars in aid for the life of 
the agreement. 
The President is organizing a large 
effort 
to 
sell 
the 
agreement 
to 
Congress and the public. He has or­ 
dered his top political aide, Hamilton 
Jordan, to head a team of planners on 
strategy. Jordan was a participant in 
the Cabinet Room meeting. 
Bracing themselves for charges of 
“ giveaw ay," 
the 
adm inistration 
lobbyists will try to sell the new 
agreement to Congress as an act of 
statesmanship. But one Carter aide 
conceded the struggle for approval will 
be “one hell of a fight.” 
The Senate must ratify the treaties 
by the approval of 67 senators, two- 
thirds of the body. The House of 
Representatives must pass enabling 
legislation to carry out the treaty, but 
only a simple majority vote is needed 
there.

Judge Richard Brown of Brooklyn

ordered 
the 
psychiatric tests Thursday as the 
suspect stood before him, saying 
nothing but “yes” when asked if his 
name was David Berkowitz. The half- 
smile that has flickered across his lips 
since his arrest reappeared. 
Friends of Berkowitz say he had 
undergone a drastic personality 
transformation during his service in 
Korea by taking IiSD. The Daily News 
reports today that this transformation 
was obvious in letters written to the 
unnamed friends. 
They told the News that Berkowitz, 
form erly 
conservative 
and 
en­ 
thusiastic about the Army, began 
writing about acid trips and pacifism. 
They said he renounced Judaism and 
joined the Baptist Church upon his 
return from Korea. 
Berkowitz has already undergone 
another sort of questioning, hours of 
grilling by the police on Thursday. 
He has allegedly told police that he 
was the “Son of Sam," object of the 
most extensive manhunt in New York 
City history. 
Officers also said he gave what one 
detective called a 
“blow-by-blow" 
description of his year-long murder 
spree. 
“ He’s amazing," the detective said. 
“He seems to have total recall, 
correcting us on minor details here 
and there.” 
Police said Berkowitz also was able 
to answer questions about a letter left 
at the scene of a double murder last 
April 17. The note’s contents had never 
been made public, but Berkowitz knew 


the letter was signed “The Monster” 
and had referred to “The Chubby 
Behemoth.” 
But police are still baffled at the 
motive for murder. 
Although Berkowitz was quoted as 
persistently saying “ I was com ­ 
manded” when asked about each of the 
killings, he variously described his 
m aster as “a man who lived 6,000 
years ago," the devil, or a Yonkers 
neighbor, Sam Carr. 


“ I got the messages through his 
dog," Berkowitz was quoted as saying. 
“He told me to kill." 
Carr, 64, said he had told police last 
April that Berkowitz had shot his dog 
in the leg and more recently had told 
police he thought his neighbor might 
be the .44-caliber killer. 
Carr said the shooting of the dog plus 
Berkowitz’ likeness to one of the police 
sketches of the killer gave him a “gut 
feeling" Berkowitz was the man. 
Body Of Mystery 
Man That Of Nazi? 


ASUNCION, Paraguay (AP) — A 
mystery man’s body lay unclaimed in 
an Asuncion police morgue today while 
West G erm an officials tried to 
determine if he was alleged Nazi war 
criminal Eduard Roschmann. 
If so, it would end a 30-year hunt for 
an elusive fugitive known as the 
“Butcher of Riga" who apparently 
stayed one step ahead of his trackers 
in South America in recent months. 
The Nazi was accused of supervising 
the slaughter of 40,000 Jews and killing 
50 of them himself as a concentration 
camp commander. 
Paraguayan officials have refused to 
conunent on the case. The West 
German embassy said one of its 
consuls was trying to make a positive 
identification of the body. 


1’he first report that the dead man 
was Roschmann came Thursday from 
a local newspaper that said identity 
papers with a known Roschmann alias 
were found on the corpse. 


Emilio Wolf, a local delicatessen 
owner who says he was imprisoned 
under Roschmann, has seen the body 
and says it is that of the former SS 
officer, who is believed to have fled to 
Argentina in 1948. Wolf said his 
parents and sister were executed at a 
Roschmann-run concentration camp. 


But Nazi hunter Simon Wiesenthal 
said ui Vienna Thursday that he does 
not believe Roschmann is dead. He 
said the German was spotted in Bolivia 
only last month. 


“I wonder who died for him?" asked 
Wiesenthal, who heads the Jewish 
Documentation Center, an agency that 
keeps track of former Nazis. 


The influential Paraguay newspaper 
ABC-Color said the 69-year-old Nazi 
died of a heart attack rn a local 
hospital Wednesday afternoon and his 
body was later removed to the morgue. 


ABC-Color said papers on the body 
bore the name Federico Wegener, a 
Boschmann alias, and that the body 
was missing two toes on one foot and 
three on another, apparently from war 
wounds. 


Roschmann allegedly ran an ex­ 
termination camp near Riga, latvia, 
between 1941 and 1943, and is wanted 
by

His notoriety made him one of the 
main characters in the novel “The 
Odessa File," Frederick Forsyth’s 
best-seller about a secret organization 
that helped top Nazis escape Germany 
after World War ll.

ACLU C laim s 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
death penalty is unconstitutional 
because the laws prescribing it are too 
narrow, the American Civ il Liberties 
Union of Ohio say s in a brief filed with 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 
The ACLU contends the laws do not 
really take into account factors such as 
y outh, alcohol or drug intox ication, 
undue influence by others, mental or 
emotional abnormality , absence of 
prior criminal inv olv ement, and 
cooperation with police. 
“ Contemporary 
standards 
of 
decency " require that courts and 
juries giv e attention to such mitigating 
factors, say s the friend-of-court brief 
filed 
Thursday 
by 
Ohio 
State 
Univ ersity criminal law professor 
Iawrence Herman. 
The brief supports the appeal of 
Willie Lee Bell, who was conv icted of 
the 1974 murder of elderly nursing 
home director Julius Graber in 
Hamilton County . Bell then was 16 
y ears old. 
The high court in June agreed to 
rev iew his conv iction to determine if 
the Ohio death penalty constitutes 
cruel and unusual punishment. 
The ACLU brief maintains Ohio 
statutes “ v iolate due process of law 
and impose cruel and unusual punish­ 
ment by placing on the defendant the 
burden of prov ing a mitigating fac­ 
tor.” 
Further, the brief say s one statute 
“ v iolates the right to trial by jury by 
totally precluding the jury from ex ­ 
pressing an opinion whether, on the 
facts of a case as measured by stan­ 
dards of decency , the defendant 
deserv es to liv e or die.” 
Finally , the ACLU said, the scope of 
rev iew undertaken recently by the 
Ohio Supreme Court is inadequate “ to 
insure that a death sentence is 
warranted by the facts of a particular 
case and is proportionate to sentences 
imposed in similar cases.” 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A record 
soy bean crop and a better than 
av erage com crop hav e been forecast 
by the Ohio Crop Reporting Serv ice. 
“ The hot weather did not hurt,” 
OCRS’s Homer Carter said. 
“ It did not last long enough and did 
not come at a critical time, for 
ex ample, when com is in the tassle 
stage. It hit just a little before, in early 
July . And the rains hav e been timely 
ex cept in west central and ex treme 
northwest." 
The soy bean crop should reach 105 
million bushels, Carter said. That’s a 
12 per cent increase from last y ear’s 94 
million-bushel crop, and 3 million 
bushels abov e the record 102 million- 
bushel record harv est of 1975. 
The reason, Carter said, simply is 
acreage. 
Ohio farmers hav e nearly 3.4 million 
acres in soy beans this y ear. That is 
one-half million acres more than last 
y ear, but 200,000 acres less than the 
record set in 1973. That y ear, howev er, 
“ the y ield was only 25 bushels per 
acre, so we ended up with a 90 million- 
bushel crop," Carter said. 
“ This y ear we are talking 31 bushels 
per acre y ield. Last y ear it was a 32.5 
bushel y ield, and in 1975 it was 33 
bushels per acre.” 
The acreage farmers put into 
soy beans came from com, howev er, 
and that means only a 341 million- 
bushel com crop this y ear. That will be 
14 per cent below last y ear’s record 396 
million-bushel crop, but still the 
second largest in the state’s history , 
Carter said.

Corn Crop Dips 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. (AP) - 
Although it will still be the second 
largest in history , this y ear’s corn crop 
will be 12 per cent lower than last 
y ear’s record due to the midsummer 
drought and a higher state soy bean 
production, a farm ex pert said. 
Earl L. Park, U.S. Department of 
Agriculture statistician at Purdue 
Univ ersity , said Hoosier farmers 
would harv est about 608 million 
bushels of com, down from 1976’s 691 
total. The prediction has dropped 2 per 
cent during the past month due to high 
temperatures and dry ness, Park said. 
Steady prices and an ex cellent 
spring for soy bean planting also 
caused many farmers to switch crops, 
he said. The result is an anticipated 18 
per cent increase ov er last y ear’s 
soy bean production, to nearly 128 
million bushels. 


acreage, down 170,000 acres from the 
3.9 million acres harv ested last y ear. 
Thursday ’s prediction raised the 
ex pected corn y ield by six bushels per 
acre abov e the July forecast “ mainly 
because of the good rainfall in most of 
the state and improv ed growing 
conditions,” Carter said. 
Farmers also hav e more than 1.5 
million acres each in wheat and hay . 
The wheat crop is ex pected to be 
more than 72 million bushels based on 
a y ield of 47 bushels per acre. 
“ This will be one of the larger wheat 
crops. It’s a tremendous y ear, but 
lower acreage will keep us from 
beating the record,” Carter said. 
The record was set in 1975 when a 42- 
bushel y ield from 1.77 million acres 
produced a 74 million-bushel crop. 
I^ast y ear there were 150,000 more 
acres in wheat, but the lower 40 bushel 
y ield produced a 66 million-bushel 
crop, he said. 
The hay harv est this y ear is ex ­ 
pected to y ield just ov er two tons per 
acre for a 3.2 millionton crop. I^ast 
y ear’s 3.6 million-ton crop came from 
a 2.3-ton per acre y ield on about the 
same acreage, Carter said. 
There also are 410,000 acres in oats 
this y ear, some 90,000 acres less than 
last y ear. The estimated y ield is 52 
bushels per acre and a 21 million- 
bushel crop. I^ast y ear’s harv est was 
27.5 million bushels. 
“ One thing that hurt us was the dry 
weather in May ," Carter said. “ Last 
y ear we had 55 bushels per acre last 
y ear, and 61 bushels in 1975. This is not 
really a good oat crop at all.”

Rural Land Values Spiraling League Backs Bargaining Bill 


By M IC H A E L B L A F F E RT Y 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP> - If you 
think rural land prices of up to $3,000 
per acre are high, stick around a few 
years, 
A projection of recent national rates 
of increase indicates that little spread 
in the country could cost $33,535 per 
acre by the year 2000 
Agriculture economists don’t expect 
land to cost that much at the turn of the 
century, but the example illustrates 
skyrocketing land values of the past 
four or five years. 
In the past year farmland in Ohio 
has jumped 31 per cent in cost. The 
national rate is a hefty 16,5 per cent for 
the same period, according to the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. 
Richard D. Duvick of the Ohio 
Cooperative Extension Service says 
prices are being pushed up by fanners 
who have had several successive years 
of 
good 
income. 
Duvick, 
an 
agricultural economist, said many 
farmers are investing in farm land 


much as they would stocks and bonds. 
The cost of large tracts of land is 
making it much more difficult for 
young farmers to get into farming 
unless they can buy into an existing 
operation or inherit a farm. At $2,000 
per acre, a 500-acre farm would cost $1 
million for land alone if the buyer paid 
cash Interest charges for borrowed 
money shoots the price up. 
However, Duvick said bumper crops 
could depress farm income and take 
the pressure off land values. Com 
could easily fall below $2 per bushel in 
1977, he added. 
“ Ijand values have about doubled in 
the last five years, so you would expect 
with only a couple of years of lower 
farm income the rate of increase has 
got to slow down,” he said. 
Duvick said land is selling in a range 
of from less than $1,000 to up to $3,000 
per acre in Ohio, with »ho average 
about $1,131 per acre. land is least 
expensive in the southeast and most 
expensive in the northwest.

Despite the net flow of population 
back to rural areas, Duvick said 
nonfarm purchasers haven’t added 
much to inflation. He doesn’t think 
nonfarm buying will be deterred by 
higher land values. 
But he does have some hints for city 
folks who want to buy land, grow some 
tomatoes and raise a goat or two. 
Duvick thinks a reputable farm real 
estate agent will find suitable land 
faster than a person unfamiliar with 
the country. 
If a person does decide to deal 
directly with an owner, at least the 
realtor’s fee will be saved. But the 
property owner is better informed 
about the local market and is likely to 
ask top dollar for his land.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
Municipal league has endorsed the 
House version of a controversial bill 
allowing public employes a limited 
right to strike in support of demands 
for higher wages and better working 
conditions. 
After having opposed several 
features of the bill in the Senate, where 
it originated, the league was suc­ 
cessful in getting the House Commerce 
and I,abor Committee to adopt a series 
of amendments. 
One key change involved the option 
of employers, after fact finding, to 
allow strikes rather than be forced into 
compulsory binding arbitration to 
settle disputes involving police and 
firemen. The amendment lets them 
seek injunctions to halt a strike for a 
60-day “ cooling off” period 


Although 
many 
mayors 
and 
municipal officials had opposed the bill 
originally, the league apparently now 
believes the House version is the best 
they can get in terms of “ balanced” 
legislation. 


It said in a statement that the House 
measure represents “ a reasonably 
well balanced bill giving neither 
unions nor employers total advantage 
over the other In light of the changes 


made in the bill, the OML does support 
the measure as reported by the House 
Commerce and I,abor Committee.” 


Many labor groups feel, however, 
that the House weakened the bill too 
much. Key differences remain over 
the measure, assigned to a Senate- 
House conference committee during 
the legislature’s current recess until 
Sept. 19, 


Twenty-five Republicans supported 
a House amendment that led to 
majority Democrats' initial victory in 
the big continuing partisan hassle over 
Ohio’s new instant voter registration 
law. 


But they did so unwittingly, in a 
manner tliat belied their years of 
legislative control and parliamentary 
savvy. “ They were asleep,” exclaimed 
one Democratic planner of the 
parliamentary maneuver. 


It came when the House inserted an 
appropriation 
into 
the 
voter 
registration bill, with the announced 
motivation being to pay for the extra 
cost election day sign ups would mean 
for local election boards. The amend­ 
ment showed fiscal responsibility. 
Democrats argued convincingly. 


But the real purpose was to trans­ 
form the measure from a regular, 90- 
day bill into an appropriations act, 
meaning it would take immediate 
effect, and could not be subnutted to 
voters for a referendum. 


Republicans, 
who 
claim 
the 
legislation will open Ohio’s election 
process to widespread fraud, later 
claimed the appropriations amend­ 
ment failed to transform the entire 
measure into an appropriations act. 
However, the Ohio Supreme Court, 
with Democrats prevailing on a 4-3 
decision, said it did 


Subsequently, those against the law 
went another route, seeking to repeal 
the legislation with a constitutional 
amendment on the November ballot 
But the 25 GOP House members had 
helped create the earlier problem as 
the appropriations amendment was 
approved by the House 85-12.

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Rural Land Values Spiraling Le ag u e Backs Bargaining Bill 


By MICHAEL B. LAFFERTY 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - If you 
think rural land prices of up to $3,000 
per acre are high, stick around a few 
years. 
A projection of recent national rates 
of increase indicates that little spread 
in the country could cost $33,535 per 
acre by the year 2000. 
Agriculture economists don’t expect 
land to cost that much at the turn of the 
century, but the example illustrates 
skyrocketing land values of the past 
four or five years. 
In the past year farmland in Ohio 
has jumped 31 per cent in cost. The 
national rate is a hefty 16.5 per cent for 
the same period, according to the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. 
Richard D. Duvick of the Ohio 
Cooperative Extension Service says 
prices are being pushed up by farm ers 
who have had several successive years 
of 
good 
incom e. 
D uvick, 
an 
agricultural economist, said many 
farm ers are investing, in farm land 


much as they would stocks and bonds. 
The cost of large tracts of land is 
making it much more difficult for 
young farm ers to get into farming 
unless they can buy into an existing 
operation or inherit a farm. At $2,000 
per acre, a 500-acre farm would cost $1 
million for land alone if the buyer paid 
cash Interest charges for borrowed 
money shoots the price up. 
However, Duvick said bumper crops 
could depress farm income and take 
the pressure off land values. Corn 
could easily fall below $2 per bushel in 
1977, he added. 
“Land values have about doubled in 
the last five years, so you would expect 
with only a couple of years of lower 
farm income the rate of increase has 
got to slow down,” he said. 
Duvick said land is selling in a range 
of from less than $1,000 to up to $3,000 
per acre in Ohio, with tho overage 
about $1,131 per acre. Land is least 
expensive in the southeast and most 
expensive in the northwest.

Despite the net flow of population 
back to rural areas, Duvick said 
nonfarm purchasers haven’t added 
much to inflation. He doesn’t think 
nonfarm buying will be deterred by 
higher land values. 
But he does have some hints for city 
folks who want to buy land, grow some 
tomatoes and raise a goat or two. 
Duvick thinks a reputable farm real 
estate agent will find suitable land 
faster than a person unfamiliar with 
the country. 
If a person does decide to deal 
directly with an owner, at least the 
realtor’s fee will be saved. But the 
property owner is better informed 
about the local m arket and is likely to 
ask top dollar for his land.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Municipal league has endorsed the 
House version of a controversial bill 
allowing public employes a limited 
right to strike in support of demands 
for higher wages and better working 
conditions. 
After 
having 
opposed 
several 
features of the bill in the Senate, where 
it originated, the league was suc­ 
cessful in getting the House Commerce 
and I^abor Committee to adopt a series 
of amendments. 
One key change involved the option 
of employers, after fact finding, to 
allow strikes rather than be forced into 
compulsory binding arbitration 
to 
settle disputes involving police and 
firemen. The amendment lets them 
seek injunctions to halt a strike for a 
60-day “cooling off” period. 


Although 
m any 
m ayors 
and 
municipal officials had opposed the bill 
originally, the league apparently now 
believes the House version is the best 
they can get in term s of “balanced” 
legislation. 


It said in a statement that the House 
measure represents “a reasonably 
well balanced bill 
giving 
neither 
unions nor employers total advantage 
over the other. In light of the changes 


made in the bill, the OML does support 
the measure as reported by the House 
Commerce and I^abor Committee.” 


Many labor groups feel, however, 
that the House weakened the bill too 
much. Key differences remain over 
the measure, assigned to a Senate- 
House conference committee during 
the legislature’s current recess until 
Sept. 19. 


Twenty-five Republicans supported 
a House amendment that led to 
majority Democrats’ initial victory in 
the big continuing partisan hassle over 
Ohio’s new instant voter registration 
law. 


But they did so unwittingly, in a 
manner that belied their years of 
legislative control and parliamentary 
savvy. “They were asleep,” exclaimed 
one D em ocratic planner of the 
parliamentary maneuver. 


It came when the House inserted an 
appropriation 
into 
the 
voter 
registration bill, with the announced 
motivation being to pay for the extra 
cost election day sign ups would mean 
for local election boards. The amend­ 
ment showed fiscal responsibility, 
Democrats argued convincingly. 


But the real purpose was to trans­ 
form the measure from a regular, 90- 
day bill into an appropriations act, 
meaning it would take immediate 
effect, and could not be submitted to 
voters for a referendum. 


R epublicans, 
who 
claim 
the 
legislation will open Ohio’s election 
process to widespread fraud, later 
claimed the appropriations amend­ 
ment failed to transform the entire 
measure into an appropriations act. 
However, the Ohio Supreme Court, 
with Democrats prevailing on a 4-3 
decision, said it did. 


Subsequently, those against the law 
went another route, seeking to repeal 
the legislation with a constitutional 
amendment on the November ballot. 
But the 25 GOF House members had 
helped create the earlier problem as 
the appropriations amendment was 
approved by the House 85-12.

NEW YORK (A P) — A large air 
freight company suffered from lagging 
morale which was reflected in service, 
sales and profits. A “ positive rein­ 
forcement” program was begun in an 
effort to correct the problem. 
Under the program, employe per­ 
formance was audited and productive 
behavior was encouraged by praise 
and recognition from managers, who 
were provided with detailed in­ 
struction on various kinds of rein­ 
forcement. 
The results: sales rose; savings over 
a three-year period amounted to $3 
million;, 
standards of improved 
customer service were met 90 to 95 per 
cent of the time, compared with 30-40 
per cent previously; container usage, 
desired by the company, rose from 45 
per cent to 95 per cent. 
This is one of 103 case studies 
assembled by the Work in America 
Institute in a book called “ A Guide to 
Worker Productivity Experiments in 
the United States 1971-1975," a 
straightforward if unglamorous title. 
Within the covers, though, are some 
spectacular examples of improved 
productivity, resulting in some in­ 
stances from a mere pat on the back 
but more likely the consequence of 
common sense training programs and 
recognition of worker pride, respon­ 
sibility and need to be involved. 
At Bankers Trust Co. typists were 
employed at the repetitious task of 
recording the transfer of stock 
ownership after a sale or purchase. 
Monotony took its toll in errors and low 
levels of output. 
Realizing the problem might be in 
the structure of the job rather than in 
the employes, the company began a 
job-enrichment 
program, 
which 
means 
simply 
that 
the 
one­ 
dimensional task was restructured to 
include related work and more 
responsibility. 
The typists responded. After six 
months, production rates rose 92 per 
cent in one section, more than 110 per 
cent in two others. No increase in 
errors resulted, even with the 
elimination of some checkers’ jobs. 
The huge rise in productivity wasn’t 


the only result. With the work force 
reduced by the elimination of some 
checkers — made possible by per­ 
mitting the typists to assume the 
responsibility they apparently craved 
— a saving of $300,000 a year was 
made. 
All cases in the book are distilled 
from more detailed published reports, 
reduced in most instances to a page 
apiece of significant details: 
the 
organization, the number of workers 
involved, the program installed, the 
results. 


Not all the experiments led to im­ 
proved production. The introduction of 
weekly salary plans in lieu of hourly 
rates for some blue collar workers at 
companies such as Gillette and 
Polaroid seemed to increase ab­ 
senteeism. 
But the great majority of ex­ 
periments led to gratifying im­ 
provements in the quality or quantity 
or value of work performed, and in 
many instances the improvements 
could be measured by the bottom line 
of the auditors’ reports. 
The significance for American in­ 
dustry can hardly be minimized, since 
improved productivity is the basis of 
material improvements in life. 
It means that in an industrial world 
of jaded workers, the human factor 
sometimes is more challenging than 
the technological. 


This has been especially true in the 
service industries, which are highly 
dependent on human rather than 
mechanical contributions. Produc­ 
tivity has lagged in such industries as 
health, and prices have soared. 
Commenting on this, the authors — 
Raymond Katzell, Penney Bienstock 
and Paul Faerstein of New York 
University — note 20 of the reports 
deal with nonprofit organizations such 
as hospitals and nine with public 
agencies. 
The Work in America Institute, 
Scarsdale, N.Y., was founded as a 
nonprofit organization in 1975 by 
Jerome M. Rosow, a former assistant 
secretary of labor, and is supported 
partially by government grants.

Arnold to full colonel. They also sent 
$800 in British pounds, the money was 
left for the care of the children. Arnold 
returned to battle. The Redcoats beat 
him at Quebec, but now they knew him 
and feared him. 
He and his men built and bought 
ships all winter. In the summer of 1776, 
Benedict Arnold fought General 
Carlton so fiercely that, even though 
the British won the engagement, 
Carlton sent a message to Admiral 
Howe and General Burgoyne that he 
could not join them outside New York 
until he had regrouped his decimated 
regiments. 
The Second Continental Congress 
feared Benedict Arnold almost as 
much 
as the 
British 
did. 
They 
promoted five of his juniors as 
generals and left him a colonel. 
General George Washington was 
angered at the slight, and said so. 
Congress said it already had two 
major generals form Connecticut. 


Arnold 
quit 
again. 
General 
Washington begged him to return to 
his command. He did. The colonel 
fought two frenzied engagements with 
the British, and Congress com­ 
missioned him a major general - 
junior, however, to five others. 
To keep an eye on this impetuous 
fighter, Congress ordered him to 
Philadelphia. He had fine lodgings, a 
flag, a sedentary command, and the 
embraces of the town flirt, Miss 
Margaret Shippen. The lady could do 
more to men with blue eyes over a 
fluttering fan than General Arnold 
could with a regiment. 
He married her. The bride loved 
uniforms and whatever was inside 
them. Within six months, Arnold was 
desperately in debt. He was ordered to 
be court-martialled for using his post 
for private gain. Arnold despaired. He 
was 
sure he was caught 
in 
a 
triangulated vise between his wife, his 
Congress and General Washington. 


Arnold sent a friendly letter to 
General Sir Henry Ginton in New 
York. A secret courier brought a 
friendlier response. Impetuously, he 
wrote that he was prepared to work for 
King and Parliament if he was given 
money, genuine recognition, and a 
commission in the British Army. 
Clinton was cautious. He wanted 
proof of loyalty first. Benedict Arnold 
sent traitorous letters with in­ 
formation about the movements of the 
Continental Army, the command, 
supplies, weakness, and the strength of 
the French fleet sailing for the 
colonies. 
The following summer, George 
Washington gave Arnold command of 
the plains at West Point. He surveyed 
the place, and sent a note to Clinton 
that he would betray the fort for 
$100,000 if he succeeded; $50,000 and a 
British commission if he didn’t. 
Clinton wanted the prize. He com­ 
missioned Major John Andre to get 
through the opposing lines and tell 
Arnold that the terms were satisfac­ 
tory. The two met secretly. Benedict 
Arnold said that he would dispose his 
forces so that they could not fight well. 
He gave Andre the plans for West 
Point. 
Andre carried them in his stocking. 
He was captured above Dobbs Ferry 
and hanged at a tavern in Tappan. 
Benedict Arnold fled in the night to 
General Clinton. 


He was commissioned a British 
officer and fought against his old army 
up and down the coast. Arnold burned 
New Ixmdon to the ground. He fought 
well for both sides. 
In December, 1781, he sailed for 
England. He knew he was a hero. In 
Ijondon, military men saw him, heard 
his name, and spat. The King, another 
loser, gave Benedict Arnold $31,575 
and land in Canada. 
His drug store in New Haven was 
stoned. At 60, he died. He was bankrupt 
of money and, worse character . . .

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - U.S. Sen. 
Howard M. Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, used 
the remaining hours before his 
departure to the Peoples Republic of 
China to announce his opposition to 
President Carter’s energy proposal. 
“I 
will 
oppose 
actively 
and 
vigorously a six-cent tax on gasoline” 
which would result from the proposed 
wellhead tax on crude oil, Met­ 
zenbaum said at a press conference 
Thursday. 
“A wellhead tax will raise $13 billion 
a year, but the manner and procedure* 
of getting it back to the people is not 
clear,” he said. 
The President’s plan “will not save 
gas and energy to the degree that it is 
worth the $85 billion it would cost” 
over the next five years. “It will result 
in the saving of 25,000 barrels of oil a 
day, but that is insignificant when you 
consider we use 17 million barrels a 
day.” 
He said he favors energy con­ 
servation but “you can’t do it by 
pricing the product out of the market 
place.” 
Metzenbaum said the President’s 
program would “ increase unem-

ployment and add to the inflationary 
spiral. I support the President in the 
objective of saving energy, but not by 
increasing the price of gasoline and 
natural gas.” 
As for his trip to China, “My bags 
are packed. I’m excited and en­ 
thused.” 
The senator noted his visit will be the 
first by a high U.S. official since the 
return to power of vice premier Teng 
Hsiaoping. But Metzenbaum said he 
sees the trip as a chance to learn 
personally how the Chinese live. 
“I am not carrying any messages to 
China,” Metzenbaum said hours 
before his departure from Columbus. 
“I have been briefed. I have been in 
touch with the State Department. And 
I will meet with some Chinese officials. 
But I do not consider myself a high- 
level spokesman for the United 
States.” 
The senator said Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance will also visit China while 
he is there.

Man Slays 
2 Persons, 
Kills Self 


WARREN, Ohio (AP) — A 27-year- 
old Warren area man who wanted to 
buy gasoline on credit killed a gas 
station operator, a woman captive and 
himself after the woman tried to 
escape, police said as they continued to 
piece the episode together today. 
Trumbull County Sheriff’s Deputies 
said Thomas Thompson, 27, of Cort­ 
land, shot Marilyn Tustin, 23, of 
Warren, with a .22-caliber handgun 
which he then turned on himself 
Thursday. 
The gunfire flared at a Southington 
Township gas station owned by 
Thomas Chaffe after Chaffe refused to 
sell gas to Thompson on credit, 
authorities said. 
When Thompson was firing at 
Chaffe, the woman apparently leaped 
from the car and ran to Chaffe’s 
nearby home, screaming, “He’s going 
to kill me, he’s going to kill me.” 
Deputies said Thompson caught up 
with her, shot her in the head and then 
killed himself. Mrs. Tustin and Chaffe 
were taken to Warren Hospital where 
they both died. 
Thompson had left work that morn­ 
ing at the Champion Disposal Co. and 
told coworkers he was going to the 
house of his boss, Andy Arch, to drop 
off a lawn mower. 
At the house, deputies said, he found 
Mrs. Tustin and her 3-year-old 
daughter. Mrs. Tustin, her husband, 
who was at work, and their daughter 
were staying at the house while Arch 
was vacationing. 
Deputies said that Thompson ab­ 
ducted Mrs. Tustin and took a .22- 
caliber handgun and ammunition from 
the house. The daughter was left in the 
house and was not harmed, deputies 
said. 
Police could give no reason for the 
abduction. Tustin told police Thomp­ 
son was only an acquaintance and that 
Mrs. Tustin would never have left their 
daughter alone. 
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CB Regulations In Plain Words 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Government 
regulations in plain, simple English? 
In language that almost anyone can 
understand? 
Well, 
the 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission 
is 
willing to try it for CB radio users. 
The FCC has published in the 
Federal Register a proposed, com­ 
pletely rewritten set of rules designed, 
it says, to be much more readable and 
comprehensive. 
Gone, in most instances, are the 
“therefores,” “thereofs,” “theretos,” 
and 
“notwithstandings,” 
the 
semicolons and wordy, difficult-to- 
understand paragraphs normally 
associated with government writings. 
Instead, a question-and-answer 
format is proposed. Short, familiar 
words replace legal terminology. The 
personal “I-you-we” form is used to 
improve understanding. And charts 
are used to explain some of the longer 
rules. 
It’s enough to make Jimmy Carter 
smile. In his fireside chat to the nation 
earlier this year, the President 
proposed to “cut down on government 
regulations and make sure that those 
that are written are in plain English.” 
The director of the Federal Register, 
Fred J. Emery, wrote FCC Chairman 
Richard E. Wiley that, as he read the 
proposed regulations, “it struck me 
how closely it meets the President’s 
goals.

“The subject of CB radios is cer­ 
tainly of interest to a broad spectrum 
of the public. It is an area where 
counsel should not normally have to be 
consulted by the interested citizen,” he 
said. 
“The question-and-answer format in 
the table of contents, the clear, simple 
language and user-oriented format 
could well make it usable as a model 
regulation.” 
The Federal Register publishes all 
government regulations. 
Why, besides the urging of the 


President, would the FCC want to 
simplify its CB regulations? 
“We are taking this action in 
response to many complaints that the 
CB Radio Service rules are difficult to 
read and understand,” it says. “ If 
adopted, we expect that the new, 
rewritten rules will be much more 
readable and comprehensive and that, 
as a result, user rule compliance will 
increase.” 
That, it hopes, will increase the value 
of CBS to their users, now estimated to 
number more than 20 million.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - U.S. Sen. 
Howard M. Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, used 
the remaining hours before his 
departure to the Peoples Republic of 
China to announce his opposition to 
President Carter’s energy proposal.

vigorously a six-cent tax on gasoline” 
which would result from the proposed 
wellhead tax on crude oil, Met­ 
zenbaum said at a press conference 
Thursday, 
“ A wellhead tax will raise $13 billion 
a year, but the manner and procedure' 
of getting it back to the people is not 
clear,” he said. 
The President’s plan “ will not save 
gas and energy to the degree that it is 
worth the $85 billion it would cost” 
over the next five years. “ It will result 
in the saving of 25,000 barrels of oil a 
day, but that is insignificant when you 
consider we use 17 million barrels a 
day.” 
He said he favors energy con­ 
servation but “ you can’t do it by 
pricing the product out of the market 
place." 
Metzenbaum said the President's 
program would “ increase unem-

ployment and add to the inflationary 
spiral. I support the President in the 
objective of saving energy, but not by 
increasing the price of gasoline and 
natural gas." 
As for his trip to China, “ My bags 
are packed. I’m excited and en­ 
thused.”

College Gifts 


NEW YORK (AP) - Voluntary 
donations to American colleges and 
universities reached an all-time high 
of about $2.4 billion in the 1975-76 
academic year, according to a survey 
conducted annually by the Council for 
Financial Aid to Education (CFAE). 
The figure represents an increase of 
$250 million, or 11.6 per cent, according 
to CF AE officials who said last year 
was the first time that the increase in 
gifts kept pace with the increase in 
educational expenses.

donations will once again be a major 
factor in supporting higher education. 
Individual supporters accounted for 
the biggest portion of the increase in 
donations, giving learning institutions 
an estimated $1.2 billion, CFAE of­ 
ficials said.

Man Slays 
2 Persons, 
Kills Self 


WARREN, Ohio (AP) — A 27-year- 
old Warren area man who wanted to 
buy gasoline on credit killed a gas 
station operator, a woman captive and 
himself after the woman tried to 
escape, police said as they continued to 
piece the episode together today. 
Trumbull County Sheriff’s Deputies 
said Thomas Thompson, 27, of Cort­ 
land, shot Marilyn Tustin, 23, of 
Warren, with a .22-caliber handgun 
which he then turned on himself 
Thursday. 
The gunfire flared at a Southington 
Township gas station owned by 
Thomas Chaffe after Chaffe refused to 
sell gas to Thompson on credit, 
authorities said. 
When Thompson was firing at 
Chaffe, the woman apparently leaped 
from the car and ran to Chaffed 
nearby home, screaming, “He’s going 
to kill me, he’s going to kill me.” 
Deputies said Thompson caught up 
with her, shot her in the head and then 
killed himself. Mrs. Tustin and Chaffe 
were taken to Warren Hospital where 
they both died. 
Thompson had left work that morn­ 
ing at the Champion Disposal Co. and 
told coworkers he was going to the 
house of his boss, Andy Arch, to drop 
off a lawn mower. 
At the house, deputies said, he found 
Mrs. Tustin and her 3-year-old 
daughter. Mrs. Tustin, her husband, 
who was at work, and their daughter 
were staying at the house while Arch 
was vacationing. 
Deputies said that Thompson ab­ 
ducted Mrs. Tustin and took a .22- 
caliber handgun and ammunition from 
the house. The daughter was left in the 
house and was not harmed, deputies 
said. 
Police could give no reason for the 
abduction. Tustin told police Thomp­ 
son was only an acquaintance and that 
Mrs. Tustin would never have left their 
daughter alone.

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CB Regulations In Plain Words 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Government 
regulations in plain, simple English? 
In language that almost anyone can 
understand? 
Well, 
the 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission 
is 
willing to try it for CB radio users. 
The FCC has published in the 
Federal Register a proposed, com­ 
pletely rewritten set of rules designed, 
it says, to be much more readable and 
comprehensive. 
Gone, in most instances, are the 
“therefores,” “thereofs,” “theretos,” 
and 
“notwithstandings,” 
the 
semicolons and wordy, difficult-to- 
understand paragraphs normally 
associated with government writings. 
Instead, a question-and-answer 
format is proposed. Short, familiar 
words replace legal terminology. The 
personal “I-you-we” form is used to 
improve understanding. And charts 
are used to explain some of the longer 
rules. 
It’s enough to make Jimmy Carter 
smile. In his fireside chat to the nation 
earlier this year, the President 
proposed to “cut down on government 
regulations and make sure that those 
that are written are in plain English.” 
The director of the Federal Register, 
Fred J. Emery, wrote FCC Chairman 
Richard E. Wiley that, as he read the 
proposed regulations, “it struck me 
how closely it meets the President’s 
goals. 
Business News 


“The subject of CB radios is cer­ 
tainly of interest to a broad spectrum 
of the public. It is an area where 
counsel should not normally have to be 
consulted by the interested citizen,” he 
said. 
“The question-and-answer format in 
the table of contents, the clear, simple 
language and user-oriented format 
could well make it usable as a model 
regulation.” 
The Federal Register publishes all 
government regulations. 
Why, besides the urging of the 


President, would the FCC want to 
simplify its CB regulations? 
“We are taking this action 
in 
response to many complaints that the 
CB Radio Service rules are difficult to 
read and understand,” it says. “If 
adopted, we expect that the new, 
rewritten rules will be much more 
readable and comprehensive and that, 
as a result, user rule compliance will 
increase.” 
That, it hopes, will increase the value 
of CBs to their users, now estimated to 
number more than 20 million.

SAN FRANCISCO (A P) ~ Sgt. Jim 
Higgins, a 29-year veteran of the San 
Francisco Police Department, ex- 
pres.ses despair at the ‘‘macho image” 
of 
insensitive, 
hard-drinking, 
boisterous policemen, 
*‘A man can get a heart of stone 
doing police work and his love for 
others shrivels up and drifts away,” 
said Higgins. 
The burly .sergeant is deeply in­ 
volved in a small but growing group of 
law enforcement agents who have 
formed the Fellowship of Christian 
Peace Officers. Twenty-five officers 
belong to the San Francisco chapter 
with other units in Oakland, Ixis 
Angeles and other cities. 
Sgt. Art Brandwood, president of the 
fellowship’s 10-member Oakland 
chapter, said trying to spread the 
Gospel among policemen is a difficult 
challenge. 
He said many officers look on 
Christianity as “ a weakness, a crutch 
that's alright for women, children and 
old people — but not for the rugged, he- 
man type of guy.” 


However, Brandwood said “ God is 
dealing with that attitude” through the 
example of others in fwlice ranks who 
are respected for physical prowess and 
proven ability as c^s ‘‘and who still 
love and serve Christ,” 
Higgins and his partner, Sgt. Jim 
Crowley, made an appeal for prayers 
last October on the Virginia-based 
Christian Television Network. They 
decried San Francisco as a “ wicked 
city that needs all the prayers it can 
get." 
Their religious message to anyone 
who will listen involves an evangelical 
attack on pornography, drug ad­ 
diction, homosexuality and San 
Francisco’s high rate of alcoholism, 
suicide and vencral disease. 
I.ast summer, Crowley got em­ 
broiled in a public spat with his own 
police chief, Charles Gain, when Gain 
urged gay policemen to come out of the 
closet. 
The husky Crowley said he con­ 
sidered homosexuals as “ the deceived 
who are deceiving others and leading 
them down the path to Satan. Only 


Jesus can break that bondage.” 
Crowley and Higgins said they pray 
daily that Gain and Mayor George 
Moscone will “ finally come to the 
Ixjrd." 
San Francisco is a particularly 
fertile city for religious reawakening 
Crowley said, “ because any vocal 
minority can find a politician willing to 
change the law, rather than enforce it. 
The Bible says the law was not meant 
for the righteous man, but for the 
wicked. If we keep going the way we 
are, we’ll soon be rapist," 
Higgins said he is not surprised that 
some people may find it difficult to 
believe that a hardened, street-wise 
cop can radically change his life by 
reading the Bible. “ People who have 
known us for years, like our wives, can 
see the change,” he said, “ My life is 
great now, 
“ The things that used to be «) im­ 
portant, putting the career first, ahead 
of everything, going out and drinking 
with the boys, having a ball, all have 
vanished. It’s all gone through the 
mercy of Jesus,”

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Sgt. Jim 
Higgins, a 29-year veteran of the San 
Francisco Police 
Department, ex­ 
presses despair at the “macho image” 
of 
insensitive, 
hard-drinking, 
boisterous policemen. 
“A man can get a heart of stone 
doing police work and his love for 
others shrivels up and drifts away,” 
said Higgins. 
The burly sergeant is deeply in­ 
volved in a small but growing group of 
law enforcement agents who have 
formed the Fellowship of Christian 
Peace Officers. Twenty-five officers 
belong to the San Francisco chapter 
with other units in Oakland, Los 
Angeles and other cities. 
Sgt. Art Brandwood, president of the 
fellowship’s 
10-member Oakland 
chapter, said trying to spread the 
Gospel among policemen is a difficult 
challenge. 
He said many officers look on 
Christianity as “a weakness, a crutch 
that’s alright for women, children and 
old people — but not for the rugged, he­ 
man type of guy.” 


However, Brandwood said “God is 
dealing with that attitude” through the 
example of others in police ranks who 
are respected for physical prowess and 
proven ability as cops “and who still 
love and serve Christ.” 
Higgins and his partner, Sgt. Jim 
Crowley, made an appeal for prayers 
last October on the Virginia-based 
Christian Television Network. They 
decried San Francisco as a “wicked 
city that needs all the prayers it can 
get.” 
Their religious message to anyone 
who will listen involves an evangelical 
attack on pornography, drug ad­ 
diction, homosexuality and San 
Francisco’s high rate of alcoholism, 
suicide and veneral disease. 
Last summer, Crowley got em­ 
broiled in a public spat with his own 
police chief, Charles Gain, when Gain 
urged gay policemen to come out of the 
closet. 
The husky Crowley said he con­ 
sidered homosexuals as “the deceived 
who are deceiving others and leading 
them down the path to Satan. Only 


Jesus can break that bondage.” 
Crowley and Higgins said they pray 
daily that Gain and Mayor George 
Moscone will “finally come to the 
Lord.” 
San Francisco is a particularly 
fertile city for religious reawakening 
Crowley said, “because any vocal 
minority can find a politician willing to 
change the law, rather than enforce it. 
The Bible says the law was not meant 
for the righteous man, but for the 
wicked. If we keep going the way we 
are, we’ll soon be rapist.” 
Higgins said he is not surprised that 
some people may find it difficult to 
believe that a hardened, street-wise 
cop can radically change his life by 
reading the Bible. “People who have 
known us for years, like our wives, can 
see the change,” he said, “My life is 
great now. 
“The things that used to be so im­ 
portant, putting the career first, ahead 
of everything, going out and drinking 
with the boys, having a ball, all have 
vanished. It’s all gone through the 
mercy of Jesus.”

remember “ Class A” CB? It has been 
with us for the last thirty years 
although it has been recently renamed 
the General Mobile Radio Service, 
(G M RS), Ignored by nearly everyone 
for three decades, FN-CB, as it is 
sometimes called is currently enjoying 
new popularity. Most hobbyists are 
still totally unaware that this excellent 
radio service is available to them. The 
reason that Class-A CB never caught 
on was the high cost of UHF radio 
equipment and the very few stations on 
the air with which to communicate. 
Judging, however, by a public notice 
issued by the Federal Communications 
Commission last week, more and more 
applicants are applying for GMRS 
licenses. The FCC said that applicants 
could expect delays of up to two 
months in the issuance of 
their 
licenses. The delay being due to an 
increase in application receipts. The 
number of applications received 
during June 1977 increased 185 per cent 
over June 1976. The Commission said 
that it expected that the number of 
G M RS license applications would 
continue to increase in the future. 
There are approximately 5,000 GMRS 
licensees at present. . . still very short 
of the more than ten million Class D- 
CB licenses in effect now. 
The General Mobile Radio Service is 
one of the Personal Radio Services 
designed to provide a private, short- 
distance personal communications 


service to the general public. It con­ 
sists of 8 pairs of channels in the 460 to 
470 MHz UHF band. Heralded as a 
combination landmobile and CB band, 
the G M RS offers personal radio 
communications through an assigned 
pair of frequencies. Two decades ago 
much more spectrum space 
was 
available to what was then the “ Class 
B ” Citizens Radio Service. Because of 
little use, the Class A and B frequen­ 
cies were reallocated to other services. 
This has left the GMRS with only eight 
paired channels. The reason for the 
pairing is because some users operate 
in duplex - sending and receiving at the 
same time, the same way you talk on 
the 
telephone. 
This 
method 
of 
operation must use two different 
frequencies for one conversation. 
Up to 100 mile radio range can be 
obtained by utilizing repeater stations 
that retransmit your mobile signals. 
The radio conversation is “ repeated” 
by a centrally located receiver- 
transmitter combination using a more 
efficient antenna installed in a high 
spot. Since UHF frequencies are 
propagated by "line of sight" and are 
normally stopped by natural and man- 
made obstructions, the repeater 
stations, in effect, reach around these. 
Low power mobile transceivers (5 or 
10 watts is enough, although 1 watt or 
less frequently gets the job done) are 
all that are needed for long distance 
contacts since the mobile radio must 
only be powerful enough to reach the 


repeater station. Once the repeater 
receives an incoming signal on an 
assigned frequency, it automatically 
retransmits it at much higher power. 
In effect, even though you may only 
have a one watt transceiver, you are 
talking with a 
possible 
100 watt 
authority from a superb antenna 
location! Use of repeaters can be 
obtained by buying a repeater station 
outright and installing it in a good 
location - or you can lease use of one by 
paying a monthly charge - say $5.00 a 
month 
- just 
like 
your 
monthly 
telephone bill, from a commercial 
communications company. 
Even 
without repeaters, UHF radio can 
reach much farther and with greater 
reliability than Class D - CB. 
Many accessories are available for 
the GMRS. One repeater station ac­ 
cessory, called an autopatch, allows 
you to tie in to public telephone lines by 
touch-tone dialing. Telephone service 
from your car is available today for 
the masses! 
The big problem with the old Class A 
Citizens Radio Service used to be a 
complete lack of radio equipment - and 
what was available was prohibitively 
expensive for the mass market. One 
company, however, has just heavily 
invested in 
mass-producing the 
necessary UHF-FM transceivers and 
has succeeded in reducing the cost to 
below the $400 level . . . low enough to 
be afforded by many who want the 
increased 
clarity 
and 
lack 
of 
background noise that FM com­ 
munication affords. 
Actually 
FCC 
rules 
allow 
either 
AM 
or 
FM 
modulation, but equipment makers 
have stayed with the superior FM 
mode. This same company is also 
producing the repeater stations and 
plans are 
for 
their 
equipment 
distributors to also install and provide 


repeater service for their customers. 
The UHF transceivers themselves will 
have only two channels and will be 
crystal controlled. It is expected that 
the FCC will permit marketing of this 
equipment in the near future * it is not 
yet on the market. 
GMRS equipment is limited to 50 
watts output and is basically the same 
as 
450-470 land-mobile 
FM 
radio 
equipment. The use of high gain an­ 
tennas at any height, as long as they do 
not pose a threat to air navigation, is 
permitted. At present a licensee can 
operate on only one paired frequency, 
however, pressure is being put on the 
FCC to authorize licensees the right to 
operate on all eight channels, the same 
as in the present Class-D CB band. The 
FCC established Personal Use Radio 
Advisory Committee (PU RA C ) is 
taking a long look at the com­ 
munications potential of UHF FM-CB 
and could well recommend expansion 
of the eight pairs to many more to 
meet the coming needs of the public.

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THE RADIO HOBBYIST

remember “Class A” CB? It has been 
with us for the last thirty years 
although it has been recently renamed 
the General Mobile Radio Service, 
(GMRS). Ignored by nearly everyone 
for three decades, FN-CB, as it is 
sometimes called is currently enjoying 
new popularity. Most hobbyists are 
still totally unaware that this excellent 
radio service is available to them. The 
reason that Class-A CB never caught 
on was the high cost of UHF radio 
equipment and the very few stations on 
the air with which to communicate. 
Judging, however, by a public notice 
issued by the Federal Communications 
Commission last week, more and more 
applicants are applying for GMRS 
licenses. The FCC said that applicants 
could expect delays of up to two 
months in the issuance of their 
licenses. The delay being due to an 
increase in application receipts. The 
number of applications received 
during June 1977 increased 185 per cent 
over June 1976. The Commission said 
that it expected that the number of 
GMRS license applications would 
continue to increase in the future. 
There are approximately 5,000 GMRS 
licensees at present. . . still very short 
of the more than ten million Class D- 
CB licenses in effect now. 
The General Mobile Radio Service is 
one of the Personal Radio Services 
designed to provide a private, short- 
distance personal communications 


service to the general public. It con­ 
sists of 8 pairs of channels in the 460 to 
470 MHz UHF band. Heralded as a 
combination landmobile and CB band, 
the GMRS offers personal radio 
communications through an assigned 
pair of frequencies. Two decades ago 
much more spectrum space was 
available to what was then the “Class 
B” Citizens Radio Service. Because of 
little use, the Class A and B frequen­ 
cies were reallocated to other services. 
This has left the GMRS with only eight 
paired channels. The reason for the 
pairing is because some users operate 
in duplex - sending and receiving at the 
same time, the same way you talk on 
the telephone. This method of 
operation must use two different 
frequencies for one conversation. 
Up to IOO mile radio range can be 
obtained by utilizing repeater stations 
that retransmit your mobile signals. 
The radio conversation is “repeated” 
by a centrally located receiver- 
transmitter combination using a more 
efficient antenna installed in a high 
spot. Since UHF frequencies are 
propagated by “line of sight” and are 
normally stopped by natural and man­ 
made obstructions, the repeater 
stations, in effect, reach around these. 
Low power mobile transceivers (5 or 
IO watts is enough, although I watt or 
less frequently gets the job done) are 
all that are needed for long distance 
contacts since the mobile radio must 
only be powerful enough to reach the 


repeater station. Once the repeater 
receives an incoming signal on an 
assigned frequency, it automatically 
retransmits it at much higher power. 
In effect, even though you may only 
have a one watt transceiver, you are 
talking with a possible 
IOO watt 
authbrity from a superb antenna 
location! Use of repeaters can be 
obtained by buying a repeater station 
outright and installing it in a good 
location - or you can lease use of one by 
paying a monthly charge - say $5.00 a 
month - just like your monthly 
telephone bill, from a commercial 
communications company. Even 
without repeaters, UHF radio can 
reach much farther and with greater 
reliability than Class D - CB. 
Many accessories are available for 
the GMRS. One repeater station ac­ 
cessory, called an autopatch, allows 
you to tie in to public telephone lines by 
touch-tone dialing. Telephone service 
from your car is available today for 
the masses! 
The big problem with the old Class A 
Citizens Radio Service used to be a 
complete lack of radio equipment - and 
what was available was prohibitively 
expensive for the mass market. One 
company, however, has just heavily 
invested in mass-producing the 
necessary UHF-FM transceivers and 
has succeeded in reducing the cost to 
below the $400 level.. . low enough to 
be afforded by many who want the 
increased 
clarity 
and 
lack 
of 
background noise that FM com­ 
munication affords. Actually FCC 
rules 
allow 
either 
AM 
or 
FM 
modulation, but equipment makers 
have stayed with the superior FM 
mode. This same company is also 
producing the repeater stations and 
plans are for their equipment 
distributors to also install and provide 


repeater service for their customers. 
The UHF transceivers themselves will 
have only two channels and will be 
crystal controlled. It is expected that 
the FCC will permit marketing of this 
equipment in the near future - it is not 
yet on the market. 
GMRS equipment is limited to 50 
watts output and is basically the same 
as 450-470 land-mobile FM radio 
equipment. The use of high gain an­ 
tennas at any height, as long as they do 
not pose a threat to air navigation, is 
permitted. At present a licensee can 
operate on only one paired frequency, 
however, pressure is being put on the 
FCC to authorize licensees the right to 
operate on all eight channels, the same 
as in the present Class-D CB band. The 
FCC established Personal Use Radio 
Advisory Committee (PURAC) is 
taking a long look at the com­ 
munications potential of UHF FM-CB 
and could well recommend expansion 
of the eight pairs to many more to 
meet the coming needs of the public.

Youth Conservation Corps (YCC) 
camps in Ohio wind up their 1977 ac­ 
tivities Saturday with the completion 
of this summer’s second four-week 
session. 
Over 1,600 youths age 15-18 par­ 
ticipated at 23 YCC camps operated in 
the state. The camps included 13 run 
by the Ohio Department of Natural 
Resources (ODNR), five by local 
governments through a cooperative 
agreement with ODNR, and five by 
federal government agencies of the 
U.S. Departments of Agriculture and

The coeducational program has the 
youths doing needed conservation 
work such as making and clearing 
trails, pruning trees, constructing 
picnic tables, wildlife management 
activities and community aid projects.

Anyone planning to attend the 1977 
Ohio State Fair should park their cars 
in the fair parking lots from north and 
south bound 1-71. 
A fee will be charged, but free 
shuttlebus service is offered to trans­ 
port fairgoers to and from the fair 
entrance. 
When parking in the lot, motorists 
should note the row letter and color for 
easy location of their vehicle. Anyone 
who forgets where they parked their 
car should contact the Ohio State High­ 
way Patrol Academy Garage on 17th 
Avenue for assistance. 
Visitors should lock their vehicles 
and place all valuables, including 
citizen band radios, in the trunks of 
their cars. Pets are not permitted on 
the fairgrounds and should not be left 
in the owners’ vehicles.

Fairgoers should take a ten minute 
rest break every hour to avoid heat 
Golden Age 
Passports 
Available 
The Golden Age Passport, a free 
lifetime entrance permit to certain 
federal areas where entrance fees are 
charged, can be obtained at 
13 
locations in Ohio, according to con­ 
solidated information from agencies 
issuing the passes. 
Offered to citizens 62 or older, the 
Golden Age Passport admits the 
holder, family members, or a carload 
of accompanying persons to those 
national parks, monuments and 
recreation areas which charge en­ 
trance fees and are managed by the 
Federal Government. The Passport 
also provides a 50 per cent discount on 
federal “ use” fees charged for 
facilities and services such as cam­ 
ping, boat launching and parking. The 
discount does not apply to fees charged 
by private concessioners. 
Golden Age Passports can only be 
obtained in person. Law prohibits their 
issuance by mail. Applicants also must 
show proof of age in the form of a 
driver’s license, birth certificate or 
other document. Lacking proof of age, 
the applicant may sign an affidavit 
attesting to age.

exhaustion. A wide brimmed hat can 
also aid in shading those extremely 
sensitive to the sun. 
If any medical attention is needed, 
an Ohio State Highway Patrolman 
should be contacted. He will call the 
Columbus Ambulance Service, which 
is located on the fairgrounds, for a free 
escort to the First Aid Center. The 
First Aid Center is located on the 
southeast corner of the race track at 
the edge of the midway and is in 
operation from 8 a.m. to midnight. 
If children become separated from 
their parents, they should be in­ 
structed to seek any Ohio State High­ 
way Patrol Trooper. Parents can
